G.S.R. 394.—In exercise of the powers confer¬

(3) The syllabus for the examination shall be as given in regulation. 

Note 1 : Candidate are allowed the option to answer Paper IT on Noting, Drafting and Office Pro¬ 
cedure either in English or in Hindi.

9. Select List.—(1) The Select List for ap¬

(a) officials of the Lower Division Grade in 
that cadre who have rendered not less 
than eight years regular sendee in the 
grade and are within the range of senio¬ 
rity in that grade.

whose name appears in the merit list 
prepared under regulation 8 and subject 
to the Departmental Promotion Com¬ 
mittee declaring him fit for promotion in 
accordance with the relevant rules. 

(2) Persons of the above two categories being 
included in the Select List by taking alternately 
three persons from category fa) and one person 
from category (b) and so on, in that order. 

(3) The Select List shall be prepared by the 
Departmental Promotion Committee in accordance 
with the relevant rules and instructions arid approv¬ 
ed by he competent authority. 

(4) The inter-se ranking of those persons who 
qualify in the examination shall be in the order of 
their inter-se-seniority and those qualifying in 
any earlier examination shall be ranking en-bloc 
senior to those who qualify in a later examination.

“(4) A person reprsenting employers or 
employees shall be eligible for 
appointment as a member of the 
Central Board for a maximum of not 
more than two terms; 

Provided that a member who has already 
completed two or more terms on the 
Central Board may continue his 
present term subject to the provisions of 
the Scheme. 

(ii) In paragraph 29 for the words and 
figures “8^ per cent” and “ten per cent" 
wherever they occur, the words “ten 
per cent” and “twelve per cent” shall res¬ 
pectively be substituted. 
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(iii) In paragraph 79 C for sub-paragraph 
(5) the following sub-paragraph shall be

“(5) The term of office of a Trustee shall 
be five years from the date of election 
or nomination. A person representing 
employer or employees shall be eligi¬ 
ble for appointment as a member of 
the Board of Trustees for a maximum 
of not more than two terms;
